WATER 


It  is  estimated  that  85%  of  the  dwellinghouses  in  the 
district  are  connected  to  a water  main;  standpipes  are  very  few. 

All  parishes  have  mains,  except  Bramshill  and  Heckfield, 
where  the  huts  are  supplied  from  Wokingham  mains  la„id  for  the 
War  Department. 

Analysis  of  the  Hartley  Wintney  parish  supply  has  been 
regularly  carried  out  and  is  uniformly  satisfactory.  This  water 
is  plumbo-s olvent . Bye-laws  relating  to  this  are  in  course  of 
adoption . 


The  water  of  the  Mid  Wessex  'Water  Company  has  not  been 
sampled  in  this  district. 


Samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  analysis  from  10 
wells  in  various  parts  of  the  district;  7 were  certified  to  be 
satisfactory  'and  3 as  unsatisfactory.  Appropriate  action  was 
taken  in  regard  to  the  unsatisfactory  supplies . 

SEWERAGE  \ 

The  increased  provision  and  use  of  water  creates  problems 
of  sewage  disposal.  Sewers  are  badly  needed  in  Hawley  and  to  a 
slightly  less  degree  in  Yateley  and  Crondall. 

MILK 

During  the  year  under  review,  43  samples  of  milk  were 
taken  from  producers  in  this  area,  with  the  following  results
